Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  an  audit  and 
examination  of  the  accounts  of  the  town  of  Bethlehem 
which  was  made  by  this  Division,  acting  under  author- 
ity of  Chapter  82,  Section  27,  of  the  Revised  Laws  of 
New  Hampshire,  which  provides  in  part  as  follows : 

"Audit  on  Motion  of  Commssion.  The  Commis- 
sion may  cause  an  audit  to  be  made  of  the  accounts 
of  any  city,  town,  school  district,  village  district  or 
precinct,  as  often  as  once  in  two  years,  or  whenever 
conditions  appear  to  it  to  warrant  such.  *****" 

This  audit  covered  the  fiscal  year  ended  December 
31,  1951,  and  the  period  from  January  1st  to  September 
22nd,  1952.  Exhibits  as  hereafter  listed  are  included  as 
part  of  the  report  which  is  made  up  in  two  sections  as 
follows :

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  ac-

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brary,  Water  Line  Extension  and  Trustees  of  Trust 
Funds. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets:  December  31,  1950-De- 
cember  31,  1951:  (Exhibit  A-l) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31,  1950 
and  December  31,  1951,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A-l. 
As  indicated  therein  the  Net  Debt  increased  by  $158.30 
during  the  year  1951.

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  ex- 
penditures, estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  December  31,  1951,  are  presented  in  Ex- 
hibits A-3  and  A-4.  As  indicated  by  the  budget  sum- 
mary (Exhibit  A-4),  a  net  revenue  surplus  of  $1,492.54, 
plus  a  net  unexpended  balance  of  appropriations  of 
$199.31  resulted  in  a  net  budget  surplus  of  $1,691.85. 

Summary  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures:  (Exhibit  B-l) 

A  summary  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  December  31,  1951,  made  up  in  accordance 
with  the  uniform  classification  of  accounts,  is  included 
in  Exhibit  B-l.  Proof  of  the  Treasurer's  balance  as  of 
September  22nd,  1952,  is  indicated  in  Exhibit  J. 

Statement  of  Indebtedness:  (Exhibit  I) 

A  statement  of  outstanding  long  term  indebtedness 
as  of  December  31,  1951,  showing  annual  maturities  of 
principal  and  annual  interest  requirements,  is  contained 
in  Exhibit  I. 

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged 
with  the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public 
funds  were  examined  and  audited.  Vouchers  and  can- 
celled checks  were  compared  with  supporting  invoices 
and  payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in  the  books  of  record. 
Receipts  were  checked  by  source  insofar  as  possible  and 
totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures  verified.  Book  bal- 
ances were  verified  by  comparison  with  reconciled  bank 
balances  made  from  statements  obtained  from  deposit- 
ory banks.  
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GENERAL  COMMENTS 
Current  Deficit: 

It  is  noted  that  the  current  deficit  was  reduced  from 
$16,346.73  to  $12,880.03,  during  1951,  as  shown  here- 
with :

This  reduction  in  the  current  deficit  resulted  from 
(1)  a  deficit  appropriation  of  $2,000.00,  and  (2)  a  bud- 
get surplus  for  the  year.  It  is  also  noted  that  a  deficit 
appropriation  of  $2,000.00  was  made  in  1952  to  further 
reduce  the  amount  of  the  current  deficit. 

Appropriation  for  Advertising: 

Article  6  of  the  warrant  for  the  annual  town  meeting 
of  March  13,  1951,  relating  to  an  appropriation  for  ad- 
vertising purposes,  reads  as  follows: 

"To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  Advertising." 

Acting  under  this  article  the  town  took  the  following 
action : 

"The  sum  of  $8,300.00  was  raised  and  appropri- 
ated for  advertising  purposes,  to  be  used  as  follows : 

$7,500.00  was  appropriated  on  the  motion  duly 
seconded,  to  be  used  for  advertising,  and  for 
public  relations,  to  promote  the  Town  of  Beth- 
lehem. Such  funds  to  be  used  only  with  an 
equal  amount  to  be  raised  by  the  Bethlehem 
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Resort  Association  by  private  subscriptions 
prior  to  August  1,  1951.  It  is  a  condition  of 
this  vote  that  the  Bethlehem  Resort  Associa- 
tion must  match  the  amount  of  money  ex- 
pended by  the  Town  of  Bethlehem. 

"$800.00  was  appropriated  for  General  Adver- 
tising." 

Inasmuch  as  the  appropriation  by  the  town  of  $7,- 
500.00,  was  made  upon  the  condition  that  a  similar 
amount  be  raised  by  the  Bethlehem  Resort  Association 
by  private  subscription,  an  examination  was  made  of 
the  records  of  this  association.  This  examination  dis- 
closed that  the  Bethlehem  Resort  Association  fulfilled 
the  obligation  imposed  by  vote  of  the  town,  their 
records  indicating  that  an  amount  in  excess  of  $7,500.00 
had  been  raised  by  private  subscription  and  expended 
for  advertising  purposes  during  the  year  1951. 

Recommendations  in  Previous  Report: 

In  the  report  of  the  previous  audit  made  by  this 
Division,  covering  the  fiscal  year  of  1948,  certain  re- 
commendations were  made  in  connection  with  the  ac- 
counting procedure  of  the  Selectmen,  Treasurer  and 
Tax  Collector.  It  is  noted  that  the  recommended  pro- 
cedures have  been  carried  out  by  these  officials. 

Conclusion : 

The  accounts  of  all  town  officials  which  we  examined 
were  found  in  good  condition  and  the  accounting  pro- 
cedure conformed  to  prescribed  methods. 

The  provisions  of  Section  31,  Chapter  211,  of  the 
Laws  of  1939,  require  that  this  report  or  a  summary  of 
its  essential  features  shall  be  published  in  the  next 
annual  town  report.

To  the  Citizens  of  Bethlehem : 

The  school  board  herewith  submits  its  annual  report. 
This  report  includes  the  treasurer's  report  for  the  fiscal 
year  July  1,  1951  to  June  30,  1952  with  a  statement  of 
expenditures,  budgets  and  estimated  receipts  for  the 
present  school  year  and  for  the  next  school  year,  writ- 
ten reports  by  the  superintendent  of  schools  and  by 
the  principal  of  the  high  school. 

The  appropriation  for  the  year  1953-1954  is  slightly 
higher  than  the  previous  year  due  to  increased  costs 
of  instruction.  However,  the  assessment  to  be  raised  by 
taxation  is  slightly  less  than  last  year.  This  is  due  to 
a  balance  on  hand  June  30,  1952. 

We  recommend  that  the  school  district  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $45,868.00  for  the  support  of  schools  for  the 
year  beginning  July  1,  1953.  This  will  call  for  an  assess- 
ment by  taxes  of  $43,572.00,  which  is  $385.00  less  than 
last  year.

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Superintendent's  Report 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Bethlehem: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  to  you  my  annual 
report  relative  to  your  schools. 

There  have  been  two  changes  in  the  teaching  staff 
since  my  last  report.  Mr.  Samuel  Finkle,  who  had  been 
the  principal  for  the  past  five  years  resigned  his  posi- 
tion in  June  to  enter  the  business  field.  He  was  replaced 
by  Mr.  Frederick  Robbins  of  Grindstone,  Maine,  a  grad- 
uate of  the  University  of  Maine,  with  fourteen  years' 
experience  in  that  state  as  a  teacher  and  principal. 

Mrs.  Grace  Slayton  of  Littleton,  a  graduate  of  the 
University  of  New  Hampshire,  with  substitute  expe- 
rience at  St.  Johnsbury  Trade  School,  Traip  Academy 
and  Tilton-Northfield  High  School  was  elected  to  replace 
Miss  Estelle  Boulay  who  resigned. 

The  enrollment  for  the  year  1951-1952  was  145  which 
is  a  decrease  of  12  under  the  previous  year.  The  enroll- 
ment for  this  year  is  only  125  which  shows  a  marked 
decrease.  The  high  school  shows  the  greatest  decrease 
this  year  with  a  total  enrollment  of  32  as  against  50 
last  year. 

Major  repairs  this  past  year  include  redecorating  of 
the  teachers'  room,  the  third  and  fourth  grade  room  and 
the  white  trim  outside  the  building.  The  old  stoker  in 
the  boiler  room  was  reconditioned  and  now  both  boilers 
are  equipped  with  soft  coal  stokers.  The  ventilators  on 
the  roof  were  repainted  to  prevent  deterioration  by 
corrosion.  The  entire  building  is  being  kept  in  the  best 
of  condition.  Mr.  Miller  has  painted  the  interior  of  the 
gymnasium  in  his  spare  time.  This  has  added  greatly  to 
the  appearance  of  the  room  and  to  the  lighting. 
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The  report  of  the  school  nurse  shows  that  73  pupils 
were  examined  by  the  school  doctor,  17  were  given 
toxoid  immunizations,  and  37  were  given  tuberculosis 
tests.  The  school  nurse  examined  131  pupils  for  height, 
weight,  teeth,  vision  and  hearing  with  the  following 
defects  found  and  reported  to  parents :  Vision  8,  posture 
2,  teeth  30  and  tonsils  1.  Of  the  above  the  following 
were  treated:  Vision  4,  posture  2,  teeth  25  and  tonsils  1. 
Of  the  131  pupils  examined,  129  were  found  to  be  suc- 
cessfully vaccinated  and  two  were  found  to  have  been 
unsuccessfully  vaccinated  three  times.  A  total  of  37 
pupils  were  treated  in  the  various  clinics  held  during 
the  year. 

All  elementary  teachers  attended  a  two  day  music 
workshop  this  past  fall  and  the  results  are  already  be- 
ing reflected  in  the  classrooms. 

The  penny  milk  program  is  being  continued  without 
the  government  subsidy.  The  hot  soup  program  during 
the  cold  months  is  being  continued  as  in  the  past. 

The  services  of  the  University  of  New  Hampshire 
Testing  Service  are  still  being  used  whereby  all  pupils 
in  Grades  IX  and  XI  are  being  tested  for  interest  in- 
ventory, mechanical  aptitude,  clerical  speed  and  accu- 
racy, mental  maturity  and  reading  ability.  The  results 
of  these  tests  are  most  valuable  for  guidance  purposes 
in  the  school.  Tests  of  mental  maturity  are  adminis- 
tered each  year  in  Grades  one,  three,  five  and  seven.  All 
classes  in  the  elementary  grades  are  given  achievement 
tests  each  year  in  May.  The  above  program  makes  it 
possible  to  chart  the  progress  of  each  child  through  the 
school  and  compare  his  mental  age  with  his  chronologi- 
cal age. 

The  statistical  report,  list  of  teachers  and  calendar 
for  next  year  are  found  on  other  pages  of  this  report. 
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While  the  budget  for  this  coming  year  is  a  little 
higher,  I  am  glad  to  report  to  you  that  the  assessment 
to  be  raised  by  taxes  is  less  than  last  year  by  several 
hundred  dollars.  All  departments  in  your  school  have 
adequate  materials  and  teaching  aids  with  which  to 
do  good  work. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation 
to  the  citizens  of  Bethlehem,  the  school  board,  teaching 
staff  and  other  district  officers  for  their  continued 
cooperation.

The  University  of  New  Hampshire  testing  program 
is  still  being  used  and  the  tests  have  already  been  given. 
The  California  Test  of  Mental  Maturity  has  been  given 
in  Grades  1,  3,  5,  7,  9  and  11.  These  tests  are  used  for 
guidance  purposes  and  the  results  along  with  other  in- 
formation are  of  great  value  to  the  teachers  in  helping 
pupils  as  they  progress  through  the  school. 

We  have  a  well-rounded  extra-curricular  program  in- 
cluding basketball,  baseball,  volleyball,  softball,  skiing, 
music,  dramatics  and  socials.  The  BHS  COMET  is  pub- 
lished five  times  yearly  and  the  senior  class  publishes  a 
yearbook.  The  senior  class  has  been  sponsoring  numer- 
ous events  to  raise  money  for  a  class  trip  to  New  York 
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and  Washington  during  spring  vacation.  A  trip  of  this 
type  makes  a  valuable  contribution  to  the  education  of 
the  young  people,  and  the  support  they  have  received 
from  the  citizens  is  greatly  appreciated. 

To  the  members  of  the  school  board,  the  superin- 
tendent of  schools,  the  members  of  the  faculty,  the 
pupils,  and  the  citizens  of  Bethlehem,  I  extend  my  ap- 
preciation for  the  fine  cooperation  I  have  received  this 
year.
